God gives cure but who cures Him when He becomes sick? 


In books of hadiths, we have several indications which show that at times God also 
gets sick; God also feels hungry and experience thirst. These are the characteristics of 
a human being. God also adopted these characteristics. Let us see the authentic 
hadiths reported in Sahih Muslim: 


Abu Hurayra narrated that the messenger of God said: On the day of Resurrection 
God will say: O son of Adam, I was sick but you did not visit Me. He would say: 
O my Lord; how could I visit Thee whereas Thou art the Lord of the worlds? 
Thereupon He would say: Didn't you know that such and such servant of Mine 
was sick but you did not visit him and were you not aware of this that if you had 
visited him, you would have found Me by him? 


In this first part of the hadith, we note the following issues: 


1. God already fallen sick but there was/is no one to cure Him, whereas He cures 
everybody. 

The children of Adam did not pay Him a visit. 

We don’t know who treated Him and cured Him, because He was sick. 

The children of Adam would meet Him if he paid Him a visit. 

5. How would the children of Adam meet him?

Surely, people would say that this statement is parabolic or metaphoric. What 
parabola or metaphor is it? Had the Prophet spoken in parabolic and metaphoric way? 


O son of Adam, I asked food from you but you did not feed Me. He would say: 
My Lord, how could I feed Thee whereas Thou art the Lord of the worlds? He 
said: Didn't you know that such and such servant of Mine asked food from you 
but you did not feed him, and were you not aware that if you had fed him you 
would have found him by My side? 


In this second part of the hadith, we note the following issues: 


1. God is expecting that man gives Him food whereas He himself nourishes 
mankind. 

2. The children of Adam did not give food to that man. 

3. How could he see Him near the servant, when no one can see Him but He 


sees everything? 


O son of Adam, I asked drink from you but you did not provide Me. He would 
say: My Lord, how could I provide Thee whereas Thou art the Lord of the 
worlds? Thereupon He would say: Such and such of servant of Mine asked you 
for a drink but you did not provide him, and had you provided him drink you 
would have found him near Me (Sahih Muslim: 32/6232; Kanz-ul-ummal: 
15/43277; Sahih Ibn Hibban: 1/269, 3/944, 16/7366; Al-jami’ as-sahih lis-sunnah 
wal-masanid: 3/136, 7/175, 210, 12/157, 28/311; Majmou’ul-fatawa: 2/391, 462) 


Again, man will say that this is a metaphor and a parabola! 


Yet, in one of my posts on Facebook, I already said that God created man in His 
image, resembling Him: 


Abu Hurayra said: The Prophet said: God created Adam in His picture, sixty cubits 
(about 30 meters)... (Sahih al-Bukhari: 8/246; Sahih Muslim: 40/6809). 


Does God also measure sixty cubits (thirty meters) as Adam? Does He have a height? 
He said that He created him in his image/picture? 


Abu Hurayra in the hadith transmitted on the authority of Ibn Hatim, God messenger 
is reported to have said: When any one of you fights with his brother, he should 
avoid his face for Allah created Adam in His own image (Sahih Muslim: 
32/6325). 


Beware not to hit someone in the face otherwise God will also receive this slap! 


If we take this into account, and being given that God created Adam in his image, that 
is exactly like Him, should we consider that God also has shrink in size? We usually 
say that God is Perfect and has no fault! 


I have posted many articles to show you that God is similar to man, in size and other 
characteristics. May be I will be there with this issue. He shared the human body and 
there are many authentic hadiths on this. Please search for these posts and you will see 
what type of God you are worshipping! After that, don’t say that you don’t know and 
didn’t know! 


Now, if someone says that NO, this is metaphoric and parabolic, then I will ask him: 
What metaphor and parabola are you talking about? Had the Prophet, at times, talk in 
metaphoric and parabolic manners so that you don’t understand? Had the Prophet 
given explanation in metaphors or had he said things directly and clearly? 


Why had he to talk metaphorically to allow men to explain the true meaning, like the 
Quran, men had to explain the word of God? As if God did not reveal sufficiently or 
He missed something! Yet, God says that the Quran is complete, perfect and no 
change is to be brought to it. 


Did He reveal parabolic and metaphoric Quran and leaves to men find out what He 
wanted to say? It is stupid for a Prophet to leave messages that are not clear in 
themselves and he left his disciples and followers to decide what he meant! 


Was God really sick, hungry, and thirsty? I think that time has come to reflect a bit on 
these hadiths, don’t you believe?
